^HE  world  is  blessed  by  men  who  do  things,  and  not  by  those  who  merely  talk 

about  them.  Of  such  was  Jan  Christiaan  Smuts!  A  great  man,  a  great  states- 
man and  philospher. 

The  history  of  modern  South  Africa  is  the  story  of  Jan  Christiaan  Smuts.  From 
the  moment  of  his  natal  day,  in  the  pleasant  sleepy  placid  farm  "Boyen  Platz"  near 
the  Garden  District  of  Malmcsbury  in  1870,  till  the  day  of  his  passing  in  1950.  Jan 
Christiaan  Smuts  was  destined  to  become  an  integral  part  of  his  beloved  country, 
South  Africa. 

Much  water  passed  under  the  bridges  of  time,  as  events  progressed  through 
the  years.  His  influence  in  the  British  Empire,  in  Europe  and  in  International 
affairs  and  his  timely  council  in  America  has  been  immense.  Out  of  the  wars  of  his 
time  little  remains.  Treaties  have  be?n  dishonoured;  the  ideals  for  which  a 
generation  died  physically  and  morally  have  been  fruitless. 

Out  of  all  the  tremendous  struggles  of  a  nation;  there  remain  untouched  by  the 
fury  of  the  iconoclasts  but  few  men  —  and  included  in  this  group  is  Jan  Christiaan 
Smuts.  His  reputation  can  stand  on  the  firm  foundation  of  his  real  qualities  and 
achievements,  and  these  ere  foundations  of  steel;  firm  resolute  and  genuine.  South 
Africans  can  be  justly  proud  of  this  great  leader  of  men.  His  biography  will  b? 
treasured  by  all  who  seek  to  emulate  his  ideals.  The  final  history  of  South  Africa 
would  be  incomplete  without  the  immemorable  achievement  of  this  idealist,  who  like 
his  ideal,  Cecil  Rhodes,  found  life  too  short  and  epitomized  this  lasting  token: 
"So  mtucJi  to  do  and  so  little  time  to  do  it." 

Jan  Christiaan  has  passed  on  into  the  sunset.  So  has  a  decade  in  historical 
South  Africa.     From  humble  dorp  to  proud  city  his  name  will  ever  remain  green. 

"He  is  not  dead,  this  son  of  Africa  who  fell  in  glory. 
Who  gave  his  life  for  freedom  tnd  for  truth. 
'Tis  hard  we  know^  to  fill  his  empty  place  in  history, 
He  is  not  dead,  but  rests  awhile  forsooth!  "

THE    FIRST    CHAPEL    to    be 

dedicated  in  Alaska  was  dedi- 
cated by  President  Joel  Richards 
of  the  North  Western  States 
Mission.  The  equivalent  of  100 
per  cent,  of  the  branch  member- 
ship was  present  on  that  July 
day  in  Juneau,  Alaska,  to  wit- 
ness and  participate  in  the  dedi- 
catory services.  There  are  45 
members  in  the  branch  and  45 
people  were  present,  some  of 
them  being  friends  and  investi- 
gators. Some  of  the  Branch 
officers  were  away  on  Govern- 
ment business,  so  the  First 
Counsellor  conducted  the  ser- 
vices. 

Pr^sdnt  Richards  was  the 
maui  tpjaKer  and  after  his  very 
inspirational  talk  on  "The  Dis- 
pensation of  the  Fullness  of 
Times  and  the  Restitution  of  All 
Things,"  he  dedicated  the  chapel. 

There  is  another  meeting 
house  in  the  course  of  construc- 
tion in  Fairbanks,  Alaska,  which 
will  be  completed  and  ready  for 
dedication  next  summer,  accord- 
ing to  President  Richards. 

OVER  ONE  HUNDRED  French 
boys  in  an  Eighteenth  Century 
French  chateau  recently  listened 
with  eagerness  to  three  mission- 
aries, who  told  about  the  early 
history  of  Mormonism.  The 
young  French  boys,  who  were  at 
the  chateau  for  a  rest  cure,  be- 
sieged the  missionaries  with 
questions  about  the  Book  of 
Mormon  and  various  Church 
doctrine.  The  questions  the  boys 
asked  were  more  apt  and  intelli- 
gent than  those  of  many  adults 
the  missionaries  had  met  during 
their  journeys  across  France. 

ORGANIZATION  and  deter- 
mination of  the  kind  that  helped 
the  pioneers  conquer  the  perils 
of  the  desert  were  displayed  in 
Salt  Lake  City  on  the  last  Mon- 
day in  August,  after  the  ravages 
of  flre  had  destroyed  the  beauti- 
ful Stratford-Park  Avenue  Ward 
chapel. 

While  the  chapel  was  still 
smoldering,  the  bishops  and 
stake  presidents  drew  up  a 
schedule  utilizing  adjoining  ward 
chapels  and  halls  thus  enabling 
the  wards  to  continue  all  but 
Sunday  School  meetings  without 
interruption. 

More  than  half  of  the  rubble 
was   removed   bv   7.00    a.m.    and 


work  on  reconstruction  was  be- 
gun two  days  later.  The  base- 
ment rooms  were  not  damaged 
too  badly,  and  will  be  used  in 
the  new  building,  as  well  as  most 
of  the  walls  which,  were  still 
quite  sound  after  the  conflagra- 
tion. 

A  HUGE  AUDIENCE  made  up 
of  people  of  every  faith  wit- 
nessed the  stirring  Hill  Cumorah 
drama  recently.  For  the  ninth 
consecutive  year  the  presentation 
of  "America's  Witness  For 
Christ"  was  given  near  the 
sacred  Hill.  Thousands  of  cars 
crawled  in  unending  file  over  the 
hills  and  around  the  turns  of 
historic  Canandaigua  Road,  to 
watch  the  well-lit  evening  per- 
formance. 

Soul-moving  transcribed  music 
of  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle 
Choir  introduced  the  gathering 
crowds  to  the  mood  of  the  great 
pageant.  Many  vivid  scenes  of 
the  restoration  of  the  Gospel 
and  the  visions  of  Joseph  Smith, 
were  portrayed  in  pageant  form. 
Historical  events  of  early  Nephite 
and  Lamanite  origin  were  given, 
including  Moroni's  vision  of 
Mary  and  her  Christ  son.  Alma, 
the  young  Nephite  stalwart; 
Samuel  the  Lamanite  Prophet: 
the  resurrected  Christ;  and 
Moroni  were  among  the  few  of 
the  characters  given  prominence 
during  the  performance.

JT  has  been  said  that  the  highest  of  all  arts  is  the  art  of  living  well.  Some  few 
poeple  achieve  prominence  through  their  ability  to  outshine  others  in  the  art 
of  poetry,  painting,  music  or  sculpture,  but  each  one  of  us  with  the  assistance  of 
our  Father  in  Heaven  can  shine  in  our  own  sphere  by  making  life  beautiful  and 
happy  for  ourselves  and  those  around  us. 

We  as  Latter  Day  Saints  have  the  responsibility  to  ourselves  i  nd  to  the  Church 
to  live  in  such  a  manner  that  we  are  a  credit  to  the  Gosp?l  which  we  have  accepted 
and  fulfill  the  covenants  which  we  entered  into  with  our  Heavenly  Father  when  we 
went  into  the  waters  of  baptism. 

Mormonism  is  not  a  Sunday-go-to-meeting-religion.  It  is  a  practical  philosophy 
of  life  for  the  whole  seven  days  of  the  week,  and  it  is  up  to  us  to  live  our  lives 
accordingly.  It  has  as  much  concern  for  a  men's  physical  welfare  as  for  his 
spiritual;  for  his  health  as  for  his  soul;  for  his  recreation  as  for  his  work;  and  for 
his  business  ethics  as  for  his  church  attendance. 

The  Church  in  itself  is  an  educational  unit  which  cares  for  all  phases  of  our 
activity  and  requirements.  In  the  auxiliaries  and  in  the  Priesthood  Meetings  we 
have  the  benefit  of  lesson  courses  which  give  us  a  vast  quantity'  of  excellent  material 
prepared  under  the  direction  of  the  leaders  of  the  Church. 

In  the  early  days,  the  Church  members  found  open  and  violent  opposition. 
Today  we  have  an  even  more  dangerous  type  of  opposition  to  face  —  the  influences 
of  a  non-Christian  age  and  lack  of  interest  among  our  own  members.  If  we  allow 
ourselves  to  be  hired  into  an  attitude  of  self  complacency  and  limit  our  activities 
to  Sunday  worship,  we  are  well  on  ths  way  to  ruining  our  chances  ot  attaining  that 
goal  for  which  we  are  all  working  —  perfection  in  this  life  and  the  life  hereafter. 

Let  us  all  try  to  follow  out  the  injunctions  of  President  Brigham  Young  when 
he  said,  "It  is  our  privilege  to  say,  ever\'  day  of  our  lives.  'That  is  the  best  dav  I 
ever  lived.'  Never  let  a  day  go  b}'  that  we  will  have  cause  to  saw  T  will  live 
better  tomorrow.'  "  • 

Then  indeed  we  would  merit  the  inscription  which  appears  over  the  tomb  ot 
Louis  Pasteur: 

"Happy  is  he  who  carries  a  God  within  him,  an  ideal  of  beauty  to  which  he 
is  obedient  —  an  ideal  of  Art,  an  ideal  of  science,  an  ideal  of  the  fatherland,  an  ideal 
of  the  virtues  of  the  Gospel." 


THE   MISSION  PRESIDENCY. 
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Perhaps  most  of  us  give  way  at  times  to 
actions  and  attitudes  and  utterances  which 
we  would  not  ordinarily  approve  in  our- 
selves or  others.  But  whenever  we  depart 
from  our  most  acceptable  selves,  we  must 
remember  that  there  are  at  least  two  things 
for  which  we  are  constantly  accountable. 
One  is  the  effect  our  attitudes  and  actions 
have  on  us,  and  the  other  is  the  effect  our 
attitudes  and  cctions  have  on  others. 
Especially  should  we  be  mindful  of  the 
effect  of  our  actions  and  utterances  on  young 
and  impressionable  people.  By  the  time  we 
have  arrived  at  adulthood,  we  ourselves 
may  have  acquired  a  solid  set  of  standards 
from  which  we  may  not  feel  that  there  is 
much  danger  of  departing  very  far,  and  to 
which  it  may  seem  rather  easy  to  return  — 
and  we  may  think  that  occasional  small 
departures  won't  matter  too  much. 

While  our  off-actions  and  off-utterances 
may  for  us  be  only  passing  departures,  the 
impressions  we  implant  in  others  may  be 
permanent.  Many  a  man  who  has  said 
and  done  things  that  didn't  seem  to  him  to 


change  his  own  well-anchored  standards  and 
basic  beliefs  has  found  that  the  example  of 
his  words  and  his  ways  has  changed  his 
children,  and  may  have  led  them  to 
permanent  departures. 

Of  course,  we  may  presume  the  privileges 
of  maturity;  we  may  presume  that  it  is  all 
right  for  us  who  are  older  to  say  and  do 
things  that  those  who  are  younger  shouldn't 
say  or  do.  But  what  a  father  does  had  bet- 
ter be  good  for  his  son,  because  most  sons 
are  at  some  time  or  other  likely  to  want 
to  walk  in  their  father's  footsteps.  What 
anyone  does  had  better  be  good  for  those 
who  depend  upon  him  to  set  the  pace.  Even 
supposing  that  we  ourselves  could  give  way 
to  substandard  conduct  and  unworthy 
utterances  without  seeming  to  hurt  ourselves 
veiy  much,  we  must  be  mindful  of  the 
effects  of  what  we  do  and  say  on  others  — 
because  other  people  are  influenced  as  much 
by  us  when  we  are  at  our  worst  as  they  are 
when  we  are  at  our  best. 

For  this  reason,  if  for  no  other,  it  is  im- 
portant to  be  at  our  best!

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In  order  to  bring  us  joy,  peace  and 
harmony  to  guide  us  through  the  trials  and 
tribulations  that  confront  us  in  this  life,  and 
to  exalt  us  in  a  Celestial  glory  in  the  here- 
after, our  Father  in  Heaven  has  revealed 
unto  us  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.

and  that  the  destroying  angel  shall  pass  by 
as  the  Children  of  Israel. 

Another  law  with  both  temporal  and 
spiritual  blessings,  which  hHS  been  given  to 
us  for  our  benefit,  is  the  law  of  tithing.  The 
Lord  has  given  us  a  challenge  whereby  we 
can  prove  him  and  see  for  ourselves.  If 
we  will  bring  one  tenth  of  our  increase  to 
him  He,  "Will  open  you  the  windows  of 
Heaven,  and  pour  you  out  a  blessing,  that 
there  shall  not  be  room  enough  to  receive 
it."

Because  of  a  fine  display  of  basketball  by 
Mormon  Missionaries  during  a  basketball 
tournament  last  year,  ten  missionaries  of  the 
South  African  mission  were  guests  at  the 
International  Basketball  Tournament  in 
Mozambique,  August  30  to  September  5, 
1Q50. 

The  sponsors  of  the  tournament  were  ex- 
tremely hospitable  to  the  LDS  mission- 
aries and  every  consideration  was  shown. 
Sunday  in  Mozambique  is  the  principal  day 
for  sports,  and  a  tentative  schedule  listed 
the  championship  game  for  that  evening.  To 
fit  in  with  the  Church's  views  on  the  Sab- 
bath the  championship  game  was  postponed 
till  the  following  Monday.  Sunday  evening 
founcf  the  small  group  gathered  together  in 
a  large  room  of  the  club  house  where  thev 
were  staying,  not  for  sport  activity,  but  for 
a  sacramental  service  which  was  the  first 
known  LDS  meeting  to  bejield  in  the  Portu- 
guese Colony. 

The  Mormon  team,  with  President  Evan 
P.  Wright  as  manager,  and  Elder  Gilbert 
Tobler,  captain,  journej'ed  to  Lourenco 
Marques,  principal  city  of  Mozambique,  as 
guests  of  the  Ferroviaro  Sports  Club.  While 
in  the  city,  aside  from  the  basketball  com- 


petitions, the  schedule  included  a  visit  to  the 
city's  radio  station  w'here  they  were  guests 
on  one  of  the  programs,  guided  tour  of  the 
city,  a  stop  at  famous  Polano  Beach,  and  a 
launch  trip  up  the  Incomati  River  to  see  the 
numerous  hippos  and  crocodiles. 

The  opening  night  of  the  tournament, 
which  was  played  in  an  open  air  court, 
found  the  missionary  team  pitted  against 
Mozambique's  1949  champions.  However, 
after  introductions  were  made,  pennants  and 
plaques  exchanged,  it  began  to  rain  so  that 
the  gcme  had  to  be  postponed.  During  the 
next  three  nights,  the  team  won  all  of  their 
games,  including  the  one  with  their  host, 
the  Ferroviario  Club,  when  they  outclassed 
them  in  the  campionship  event.  Scores  for 
the  games  were:   46-23;  58-35;  54-25.

Shredded  coconut,  2  cups 
Salt,  5  teaspoon 
Sweetened  Condensed  Milk,  1^ 


Vanilla,  1  teaspoon 
Unsweetened  Chocolate 
cups    2  square  (2  ounces). 


Method:  Melt  the  chocolate  over  the  hot  water.  Add  sweetened 
condensed  milk,  coconut,  salt  and  vanilla.  Drop  by  teaspoonfuls 
2  or  3  inches  apart  onto  a  greased  baking  sheet.  Bake  in  a 
moderate  oven  (350  degrees  F.)  for  15  minutes.  Makes  about  3 
dozen  cookies. 
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FORMER  MISSION  PRESIDENT   DIES 

Warren  H.  Lj'on,  80,  former  Mission 
President  of  the  South  African  Mission,  died 
recently  at  his  hime  in  Overton  Nevada, 
after  an  extended  illness.  He  was  called  to 
the  South  African  Mission  June  3,  1903.  He 
served  as  president  of  the  Mission  until  June 
of  1906. 

He  taught  school  for  a  number  of  years, 
and  then  after  being  stricken  with  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  he  went  into  the  drug- 
store and  general  merchant  business.  Sur- 
viving are  his  widow,  two  sons  and  three 
daughters. 

After  returning  from  his  mission  in  South 
Africa  he  became  very  active  in  both  church 
and  community  affairs.  He  lived  for  36 
years  in  an  isolated  rural  area  where  he 
was  a  leader  in  all  progressive  efforts  to  im- 
prove the  conditions  of  the  district.  He 
served  for  19  years  as  Superintendent  of 
Moapa  Stake  Sunday  School  and  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  High  Council  of  that  stake.
